To  the  Inhabitants  of  the  Town  ofANDOVER  in  the  County  Of  Merrimack  in  said 
State,  qualified  to  vote  in  Ton  Affairs: 

You  are  hereby  notified  to  meet  at  the  High  School  Auditorium  in  said  Andover 
on  Tuesday,  the  Twelfth  day  of  March,  next  at  ten  of  the  clock  in  the  forenoon,  to 
act  upon  the  following  subjects: 

1 .  To  choose  all  necessary  Town  Officers  for  the  Year  ensuing. 

2.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  change  its  system  of  highway  management 
by  having  the  Selectmen  appoint  a  full-time  road  agent,  beginning  in  1969. 

3.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  accept  the  Budget  as  submitted  by  the 
Budget  Committee. 

4.  To  raise  and  appropriate  such  sums  of  money  as  may  be  necessary  for  the 
Town  Budget. 

5.  To  raise  and/or  appropriate  the  sum  of  seven  thousand  ($7,000.00)  doUars 
for  the  purchase  of  a  truck  of  a  capacity  to  do  the  work  of  Town  road  maintenance 
and  plowing  of  roads.  (By  petition) 

6.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  accept  the  proposed  Trailer  and  Mobilehome 
Ordinance  as  recommended  by  the  Planning  Board  and  Selectmen. 

a.  The  use  of  land  for  the  accommodation  of  trailers  and/or  mobilehomes  is 
prohibited,  except  as  provided  below  in  this  Article.  However,  any  property  owner 
or  lessee  may  accommodate  one  trailer  of  a  non-paying  guest  for  a  period  not 
exceeding  ninety  (90)  days  in  any  one  year. 

b.  The  above  applies  only  to  trailers  and/or  mobilehomes  utilized  for 
residential  purposes,  and  is  not  intended  to  cover  single  trailers  and/or  mobilehomes 
owned  by  residents  and  stored  or  parked  during  periods  of  non-use  on  the  premises 
of  the  owner. 

c.  The  Board  of  Selectmen  may  approve  the  temporary  use  of  a  trailer  or 


mobilehome  to  be  maintained  as  living  quarters  by  a  person  employed  in  adjoining 
construction  work  or  for  whom  a  residence  is  being  built,  or  as  an  office,  storeroom 
or  shop  in  connection  with  construction  work,  provided  that  such  use  is  shown  to 
be  a  temporary  expedient  and  also  that  the  use  will  conform  with  sanitary 
protection  requirements. 

d.  The  aforesaid  ordinance  shall  not  apply  to  trailers  and/or  mobilehomes 
already  situated  in  Andover  providing  they  remain  at  their  present  location. 

e.  This  ordinance  shall  take  effect  upon  its  passage. 

7.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  and  enpower  the  Planning  Board  to 
approve  or  disapprove  in  its  discretion  new  subdivisions  and  plats  thereof  showing 
streets,  ot  the  widening  thereof,  or  parks,  and  upon  the  adoption  of  this  article,  it 
shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Town  Clerk  to  file  with  the  Registry  of  Deeds  of  the 
County  of  Merrimack  a  certificate  or  note  showing  that  the  said  Planning  Board  has 
been  so  authorized,  giving  date  of  authorization,  as  provided  in  Section  19,  and 
Sections  19-29  inclusive,  Chapter  36  of  the  New  Hampshire  Revised  Statutes 
Annotated,  1955.  If  this  article  is  adopted,  it  shall  further  be  the  duty  of  the  Town 
Clerk  to  issue  all  certificates  of  failure  when  the  Planning  Board  shall  fail  to  take 
action  as  provided  in  Chapter  36:  Sections  19,  20-29  inclusive. 

8.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  authorize  the  Board  of  Selectmen  to  appoint  a 
committee  which  will  help  the  Town  participate  in  a  state-wide  contest  to  improve 
the  appearance  of  New  Hampshire. 

9.  To  see  if  the  Town  v^  authorize  the  Selectmen  to  borrow  money  in 
anticipation  of  taxes. 

1 0.  To  transact  any  other  business  that  may  legally  come  before  this  meeting.

SELECTMEN'S  REPORT 


This  is  a  time  for  Andover  citizens  to  think  about  the  future  and  what  it  may 
bring  for  their  town. 

We  are  beginning  to  see  some  signs  of  growth  in  Andover.  We  observe  our  town 
expenses  dimbing  every  year.  We  note  a  study  by  population  experts  stating  that 
the  number  of  people  in  New  Hampshire  will  triple  in  the  next  fifty  years. 

We  see  ourselves  served  by  two  sections  of  the  world's  finest  and  most  costly 
highway  system.  The  west  end  of  Andover  is  only  seven  or  eight  minutes  from 
Interstate  89;  the  east  end  is  barely  fifteen  minutes  from  Interstate  93;  The  time  it 
takes  us  to  drive  to  downtown  Boston  is  not  much  more  than  some  New  York  City 
commuters  for  daily  travel  to  their  jobs. 

Andover  is  a  convenient  place  and  remains  reasonably  attractive  place  to  live.  We 
certainly  should  expect  to  receive  at  least  our  share  of  the  population  explosion. 

We  have  a  choice  of  letting  this  growth  come  in  any  way  it  choses,  of  letting  it 
overwhelm  the  town  perhaps  to  the  point  of  spoiling  its  property  values  and  turning 
it  into  some  kind  of  rural  slum  —  or  we  have  a  choice  of  planning  for  growth,  of 
guiding  it  into  paths  that  will  make  Andover  a  better  town  in  which  to  live. 

Most  of  the  things  your  selectmen  think  about  can,  in  one  way  or  another,  be 
related  to  the  prospects  for  Andover's  future. 

Town  Roads  and  Road  Agents 

This  year,  as  is  customary,  there  is  something  to  think  and  talk  about  in  relation 
to  town  roads.  We  have  observed  our  system  in  operation  and  looked  into  the 
situation  in  some  of  our  neighbor  towns  where  the  system  is  different.  We  have 
concluded  that  it  is  time  for  a  change.  Our  1967  highway  maintenance  cost  is 
almost  $30,000.  Admittedly,  money  was  spent  on  a  couple  of  projects  that  should 
have  been  passed  by.  But  on  the  other  hand,  there  are  other  needed  projects  not 
being  undertaken  because  of  insufficient  funds.  If,  in  the  future  years,  we  are  ever 
to  catch  up,  get  our  roads  in  good  shape  and  keep  them  there  as  a  growing  modern 
town  should,  we  must  eventually  start  spending  more  money  under  the  present 
system  or  else  try  something  different. 

This  Board  now  feels  it  would  be  to  Andover's  advantage  to  do  away  with  the 
annual  election  of  a  road  agent  and  instead  have  a  permanent  hired  road  agent.  This 
man,  hired  on  a  full-time,  year-round  basis,  would  in  fact  be  more  than  a  road 
agent.  He  would  be  the  maintenance  manager  of  all  town  operations:  cemeteries, 
beach,  island,  dump,  town  office  and  any  other  buildings  and  lands.  He  likely 
would  be  assigned  a  fuU-time  helper. 

He  would  work  with  town-owned  equipment,  starting  with  a  truck  and  plow 
requested  in  the  1968  budget.  A  second  truck  and  a  loader  would  be  requested  in 
near  future  years,  and  before  long  a  town  shed  would  likely  be  required.  (It  also 
should  be  noted  that  our  grader  is  getting  a  little  bit  tired  and  may  need 
replacement  before  many  years  go  by.) 
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All  this  adds  up  to  a  lot  of  expense  on  the  purchase  of  equipment.  On  the  other 
hand,  we  already  are  spending  great  amounts  on  maintenance  under  the  present 
system  of  renting  most  equipment. 

Two  men  working  full-time,  along  with  extra  part-time  help  when  necessary,  also 
well  involve  us  in  considerably  more  labor  expense  than  at  present,  although  they 
may  result  in  some  savings  in  the  other  departments.  Per-mile  maintenance  figures 
for  Andover  and  some  neighboring  towns  will  be  available  and  on  display  at  town 
meeting. 

Your  selectmen  do  not  necessarily  believe  there  will  be  any  great  immediate 
savings  effected  by  the  proposed  change  of  system,  but  we  do  feel  there  probably 
will  be  more  work  done  for  the  same  amount  of  money  and  that  this  work  can  be 
handled  more  efficiently  through  years  under  the  existing  system  of  an  elected  road 
agent  for  highways  and  miscellaneous  part-time  help  for  other  departments.  If 
Andover  is  to  grow  into  a  modern  town,  it  must  handle  its  affairs  in  a  modern 
manner. 

THIS  YEAR 

We  should  note  that  if  a  change  is  voted  by  the  townspeople,  it  will  not  take 
effect  until  January  1,  1969.  Therefore,  we  must  complete  1968  with  the  elected 
road  agent. 

Highway  maintenance  expenditures  in  1967  exceeded  the  $16,000  budget  by 
several  thousand  dollars.  Yet  there  remains  much  highway  work  in  Andover  that  is 
not  being  done  because  of  our  Hmited  funds.  We  still  remain  uncertain  whether  or 
not  many  of  these  projects  are  immediate  necessities.  We  expect  to  be  a  growing 
town  and  think  we  should  do  it  in  modern  fashion.  But  right  now,  as  we  noted  in 
last  year's  report,  we  are  still  a  rural  community,  not  a  city  suburb,  and  we  cannot 
offer  many  of  the  services  and  comforts  to  our  citizens  that  a  concentrated 
suburban  community  does.  However,  we  felt  we  should  provide  the  townspeople 
with  an  opportunity  to  vote  higher  road  maintenance  funds  if  they  so  choose.  After 
all,  if  you  want  more  thorough  care  of  your  roads  and  you  are  willing  to  pay  for  it 
through  increased  taxes,  there  is  no  reason  why  the  town  should  not  provide  it. 

Therefore,  we  proposed  a  maintenance  budget  of  $22,000  for  1968.  (We  knew 
too  that  expenditures  in  the  early  part  of  the  winter  had  run  relatively  high.)  But 
the  Budget  Committee  did  not  go  along  with  us  in  offering  the  town  this  chance  to 
increase  its  highway  care,  and  it  cut  the  figure  to  $  17,000.  This  is  only  $  1,000  more 
than  was  appropriated  for  1967  and  is  $2,157  less  than  was  spent.  This  Board  does 
not  feel  it  is  a  realistic  figure. 

BRIDGES 

We  continue  to  have  bridge  problems.  The  installation  of  a  large  metal  culvert 
bridge  on  Holt  Road  last  summer  cost  $1,970  more  than  the  $2,500  bridge 
appropriation.  As  a  result,  we  felt  it  best  to  drop  this  annual  appropriation  request 
for  1968. 


The  town  is  faced  with  another  major  bridge  problem,  however.  We  have  been 
advised  by  a  state  inspector  that  the  Lawrence  Street  bridge  across  the  Blackwater 
River  is  in  rather  poor  condition  and  will  need  replacement  in  about  ten  years.  The 
present  cost  of  this  project  would  be  $25,000.  Ten  years  from  now  it  probably  will 
be  more.  It  is  our  proposal  to  start  now  accumulating  a  capital  fund,  with 
appropriations  of  $2,000  per  year.  These  appropriations  plus  accumulated  interest 
should  take  care  of  the  great  bulk  of  the  project's  expense  when  it  is  done.  We  feel 
that  this  is  a  better  approach  for  Andover  than  a  single  large  appropriation  ten  years 
from  now  or  than  long  term  borrowing  on  which  we  would  pay  interest  instead  of 
collecting  it. 

BEACH  IMPROVEMENTS 

Another  annual  Andover  problem  is  the  town  beach.  There  is  something  else  we 
have  to  think  of  in  relation  to  Andover's  future.  Our  permanent  residents  are 
becoming  more  recreation  minded  and  our  summer  residents  are  here  for  the 
specific  purpose  of  recreation.  Lakefront  property  is  becoming  more  and  more 
difficult  and  expensive  to  purchase,  as  well  as  more  expensive  to  pay  taxes  on.  This 
means  that  seasonal  residents  are  going  to  be  more  apt  to  buy  non-water-front 
property  and  make  use  of  the  public  swimming  facilities.  These  trends,  combined 
with  a  growing  population,  both  permanent  and  seasonal,  indicate  that  our  beach 
will  see  a  steady  increase  in  use  through  the  years. 

With  this  in  mind,  and  with  the  difficulties  of  maintaining  the  present  outhouse 
facilities  also  in  mind,  we  recommend  the  construction  of  a  combined  bath 
house-toilet  building  at  Highland  Lake.  We  contemplated  a  16  x  20  cement  block 
building.  Approximate  cost  would  be  $5,000,  half  of  which  can  be  contributed  by 
the  federal  government  under  a  program  to  assist  recreational  development  by  state 
and  municipal  governments. 

Andover's  $2,500  share  of  this  project  is  another  item  that  was  not  approved  by 
the  Budget  Committee.  The  committee  submitted  it  without  recommendation,  this 
in  effect  giving  the  townspeople  the  chance  to  make  their  own  choice.  We  hope 
you  will  see  fit  to  approve  the  building. 

BALL  FIELD 

There  is  another  project  we  have  in  mind  but  for  which  there  is  no  appropriation 
requested  at  this  time.  We  visualize  a  time  at  which  the  town  might  no  longer  have 
free  use  of  Carr  field.  Therefore,  again  with  an  eye  to  the  future,  we  have  thought 
about  construction  of  a  town  owned  ball  field. 

We  believe  the  northeast  corner  of  the  intersection  of  route  1 1  and  the  dump 
road  would  be  a  good  location  for  this  field.  The  town  already  owns  one  acre  on 
the  corner,  and  the  adjoining  property  owners,  Mr.  John  Jurta,  Jr.,  and  Mr.  Michael 
Ottati,  have  indicated  that  they  may  be  willing  to  donate  the  additional  necessary 
land.  A  total  of  about  ten  acres  is  required. 

Funds  from  the  same  federal  program  we  hope  to  use  for  the  beach  house  could 
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be  available  for  use  on  the  ball  field  project,  and  the  value  of  the  land  provided  by 
the  town  can  be  included  in  the  sum  which  will  be  matched  by  the  federal 
government  (as  long  as  the  land  is  not  purchased  specifically  for  construction  of  the 
project).  Thus  more  than  half  of  the  cash  construction  costs  could  be  made 
available  to  us.  We  feel  this  project  should  be  undertaken  within  the  next  couple  of 
years. 

We  might  note  in  passing  that  care  of  the  field  would  be  another  job  of  by  a 
full-time  hired  road  agent. 

DOGS 

We  have  had  increasing  trouble  with  stray  dogs  in  Andover.  The  police 
department  and  dog  officer  expect,  in  1968,  to  enforce  new  state  legislation  in 
regard  to  dogs.  This  legislation  makes  it  against  the  law  for  a  dog  to  be  out  of  its 
owner's  control. 

TAXES 

We  hardly  could  talk  about  1967,  or  about  the  future  either,  without  saying 
something  about  property  taxes.  Your  selectmen  have  been  somewhat  concerned 
about  the  way  the  state  tax  commission  found  our  100%  ratio  of  1963  was  steadily 
dropping,  all  the  way  to  64%  in  1966. 

Therefore,  we  decided  to  attempt  to  bring  the  ratio  back  somewhere  near  100%, 
which  could  be  accomplished  by  a  general  50%  increase  of  1966  assessments.  This 
was  done,  although  we  by  no  means  effected  a  straight  across-the-board  50% 
increase.  Some  properties  were  increased  more,  some  less. 

Please  remember  that  New  Hampshire  law  changes  the  selectmen  to  level 
assessment  which  represent  fair  market  value,  the  price  at  which  a  property  would 
change  hands  in  a  transaction  between  a  willing  unpressured  seller  and  a  willing 
unhurried  buyer.  When  a  property  is  noted  on  which  the  evaluation  appears  to  be 
too  low  or  too  high  in  relation  to  its  prospective  sales  value,  the  assesssment  may  be 
changed  any  time. 

In  particular  in  1967,  we  increased  the  valuations  placed  on  land  in  Andover.  It 
is  not  our  intent  to  force  sale  of  Andover's  woodlands  to  developers,  but  we  are 
aware  of  the  greatly  increasing  demand  for  land  of  any  kind  in  this  part  of  New 
Hampshire.  Along  with  the  demand,  of  course,  goes  constantly  increasing  value. 
Were  we  to  overlook  these  land  values,  the  owners  of  buildings,  assessed  for  their 
full  value,  would  pay  more  than  their  fair  share  of  taxes. 

You  should  know  that  we  investigated  the  possibility  of  an  Andover  reassess- 
ment by  the  state  tax  commission.  We  found  there  would  be  a  year's  delay  and  a 
$10,000  fee.  Your  selectmen  make  no  claims  to  perfection  as  assessors,  and  we 
suffered  from  lack  of  time  to  inspect  as  many  properties  as  we  would  have  liked  to. 
Nevertheless,  we  do  say  that  we  have  taken  an  active  interest  in  assessment  and  tax 
problems  and  that  we  have  seriously  endeavored  to  serve  the  town's  interests  and 
apply  the  tax  laws  as  correctly  and  fairly  as  we  could. 
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No  one  knows  better  that  we  what  a  tremendous  load  the  taxpayers  of 
Andover  -  or  almost  any  other  small  New  Hampshire  town  —  now  have  to  carry. 
Many  taxpayers,  whose  assessments,  in  our  eyes,  are  unquestionably  fair,  feel 
compelled  to  protest  about  their  taxes  simply  because  of  the  size  of  the  bUl.  We 
worry  about  this  problem.  It  could  hinder  Andover's  growth.  Yet  we  know  that 
town  expenses  are  bound  to  increase  steadily  through  the  years,  and  it  is  taxes 
collected  that  must  pay  the  bills. 

Healthy  growth  can  help  spread  the  load.  At  the  1967  tax  rate,  $100,000  of  new 
taxable  property  would  increase  taxes  collected  by  $2,500,  and  thus  sustain  a  one 
per  cent  budget  increase  without  increase  of  the  tax  rate.  New  property  worth 
$200,000  would  produce  $5,000  In  additional  taxes.  But  the  growth  rate  usually 
falls  behind  the  rate  of  increase  for  expenses.  This  is  why  your  taxes  go  up  some 
years  when  the  assessment  remains  the  same. 

We  record  here  our  feelings  that  New  Hampshire  needs  a  revision  of  its 
antiquated  tax  system  and  needs  to  utilize  its  broader  taxing  powers  to  assist  the 
towns  and  provide  some  reUef  for  property  owners.  These  taxing  powers  of  the 
state  need  to  be  utihzed  in  ways  more  effective  than  the  very  limited  sales  tax  on 
rooms  and  meals  that  was  passed  last  summer.  The  sweepstakes,  which  has 
produced  far  more  talk  than  cash,  is  even  less  help  to  a  town  like  Andover.  The 
need  for  tax  revision  is  very  important  to  our  future.

ANDOVER  -  Alvin  Eaton,  92,  of  Potter  Place  received  the  Boston 
Post  cane  Tuesday  from  the  Andover  selectmen  who  have  always  given 
it  to  the  oldest  man  in  the  community. 

Eaton,  who  has  lived  all  of  his  Hfe  in  this  area,  was  freight  agent  at 
the  Potter  Place  depot  for  seven  years,  then  carried  the  mail  from  the 
depot  to  the  post  office  until  the  trains  ceased  stopping  there  in  1961. 

In  the  beginning  of  the  century,  he  worked  for  12  years  in  the  U.  S. 
Hame  Co.  factory  in  Andover.  Years  ago  he  was  the  subject  of  one  of 
"Boston  Blackie"  Blackinton's  yankee  yarns. 

Eaton,  who  now  lives  with  a  son,  Alvin  Eaton,  Jr.,  is  the  12th  man  to 
hold  the  cane  here,  the  last  recipient  being  Frank  Lull  when  he  was  93 
years  old. 

The  now  defunct  Boston  Post  distributed  431  of  the  rosewood  canes 
with  gold  heads  in  1909  to  New  England  towns.  The  canes  were 
originally  intended  for  the  oldest  male  citizens,  but  in  1930  the 
publisher  of  the  Post  announced  that  either  a  man  or  a  woman  could 
hold  the  cane. 

In  1960,  of  the  14  canes  located  in  New  England,  four  were  being 
held  by  women.

Gentlemen: 

Submitted  herewith  is  the  report  of  the  annual  examination  and  audit  of  the 
Town  of  Andover  for  the  fiscal  year  ended  December  31,  1967,  which  was  made  by 
the  Division  in  accordance  with  the  vote  of  the  Town.  Exhibits  as  hereafter  listed 
are  included  as  part  of  the  report. 

SCOPE  OF  AUDIT 

Included  in  the  examination  and  audit  were  the  accounts  and  records  of  the 
Board  of  Selectmen,  Treasurer,  Tax  Collector,  Town  Clerk,  Andover  Public  Library, 
William  Adams  Batchelder  Library  and  Trustees  of  Trust  Funds. 

FINANCIAL  STATEMENTS 

Comparative    Balance    Sheets   -    December    31,    1966  —  December   31,   1967: 
(Exhibit  A-1) 

Comparative  Balance  Sheets  as  of  December  31,  1966  and  December  31,  1967, 
are  presented  in  Exhibit  A-1.  As  indicated  therein,  the  Surplus  decreased  by 
$43.07,  from  $19,199.84  to  $19,156.77  in  1967.  Inasmuch  as  there  were  no 
outstanding  long  term  notes  or  bonds,  the  Balance  Sheet  Surplus  of  $19,156.77 
also  represented  the  Current  Surplus  (excess  of  total  assets  over  current  liabilities) 
on  December  31,  1967. 
Analysis  of  Change  in  Financial  Condition:  (Exhibit  A-2) 

An  analysis  of  the  change  in  financial  condition  of  the  Town  during  the  year  is 
made  in  Exhibit  A-2,  with  the  factors  which  caused  the  change  indicated  therein. 

Comparative   Statements  of  Appropriations  and  Expenditures  —  Estimated  and 
Actual  Revenues:  (Exhibits  A-3  &  A-4) 
Comparative  statements  of  appropriations  and  expenditures,  estimated  and 
actual  revenues  for  the  fiscal  year  ended  December  31,  1967,  are  presented  in 
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Exhibits  A-3  and  A-4.  As  indicated  by  the  budget  summary  (Exhibit  A-4),  a  net 
overdraft  of  appropriations  of  $1,818.24  less  a  revenue  surplus  of  $1,748.28, 
resulted  in  a  net  budget  deficit  of  $69.96. 

Summary  Statement  of  Receipts  and  Expenditures:  (Exhibit  B-1) 

A  summary  of  statement  of  receipts  and  expenditures  for  the  fiscal  year  ended 
December  31,  1967,  made  up  in  accordance  with  the  uniform  classification  of 
accounts,  is  included  in  Exhibit  B-1.  Proof  of  the  Treasurer's  Balance  as  of 
December  31,  1967,  is  indicated  in  Exhibit  B-2.

Statements  showing  the  activity  during  the  fiscal  year  in  the  accounts  of  the 
Andover  PubUc  Library  and  the  William  Adams  Batchelder  Library,  are  included  in 
Exhibits  E-1  and  E-2. 

AUDIT  PROCEDURE 

The  accounts  and  records  of  all  town  officials  charged  with  the  custody,  receipt 
and  disbursement  of  pubUc  funds  were  examined  and  audited.  Vouchers  and 
cancelled  checks  were  compared  with  supporting  invoices  and  payrolls  as  well  as 
entries  on  the  books  of  record.  Receipts  were  checked  by  source  insofar  as  possible 
as  totals  of  receipts  and  expenditures  verified.  Book  balances  were  verified  by 
comparison  with  reconciled  bank  balances  made  from  statements  submitted  by 
depository  banks.  Verification  of  uncollected  taxes  was  made  by  mailing  notices  to 
deUnquent  taxpayers  as  indicated  by  the  Collector's  records.  The  amounts  of 
uncollected  and  unredeemed  taxes  as  indicated  in  this  report  are  therefore  subject 
to  any  changes  which  may  be  necessitated  by  the  return  of  verification  notices. 

GENERAL  COMMENTS 

Overdraft  of  Appropriations  and  AppUcation  of  Municipal  Budget  Law: 

It  is  noted  that  there  was  a  net  overdraft  of  appropriations  in  the  amount  of 
$1,818.24,  in  other  words  total  expenditures  exceeded  total  appropriations  by  this 
amount  as  indicated  herewith: 

Overdrafts  of  Appropriations  $7,483.91 

Unexpended  Balances  of  Appropriations  5,665.67 

Net  Overdraft  of  Appropriations  $  1 ,8 18.24 

On  December  11,  1967,  a  certificate  of  emergency  was  issued  by  the  Tax 
Commission  authorizing  the  expenditures  of  not  more  than  $2,500.00  for  the 
Andover  Highway  Department. 

Thus  it  may  be  stated  that  the  Board  of  Selectmen  stayed  within  the  provisions 
of  the  Municipal  Budget  Law  while  incurring  a  net  overdraft  of  appropriations  of 
$1,818.24  during  the  fiscal  year  ended  December  31,  1967. 
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Conclusion 

The  provisions  of  Chapter  184,  of  the  Laws  of  1955,  require  that  this  report  or 

the  summary  of  findings  and  recommendations  (letter  of  transmittal)  shall  be 

published  in  the  next  annual  report  of  the  Town. 

We  extend  our  thanks  to  the  officials  of  the  Town  of  Andover  for  their 

assistance  during  the  course  of  the  audit.

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Report  of  Forest  Fire  Warden  &  District  Chief 

After  several  successive  years  of  drought,  the  rains  of  1967  came  as  a 
welcome  change.  Our  record  of  the  past  fire  season  is  good.  Our  thanks  to  all 
who  contributed  to  achieve  this  good  record.  Continued  improvement  in  the 
matter  of  accurate,  prompt  detection  and  rapid  effective  suppression  action  can 
help  to  maintain  this  good,  worthwhile  record  even  though  we  do  not  have  an 
abundance  of  rain  as  in  the  fire  season  of  1967. 

It  will  help  if  we  follow  these  simple  suggestions: 

1.  No  burning  of  debris  and  waste  between  the  hours  of  9:00  A.M.  and  5:00 
P.M.  and  then  only  with  a  written  permit  from  the  Forest  Fire  Warden, 

2.  Take  debris  and  waste  to  the  town  dump. 

3.  Maintain  a  clean,  safe  dump. 

4.  Keep  matches  away  from  young  children. 

5.  Be  sure  matches  and  smoking  material  are  dead  out  when  we  discard  them. 

6.  Set  a  good  example  for  others  in  fire  prevention.

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Andover  Rescue  Squad 

The  Andover  Rescue  Squad  makes  the  following  report  covering  its  first  year 
of  operation,  to  December  15,  1967,  as  an  ambulance  service  unit. 

The  ambulance  was  called  out  on  twenty-two  occasions.  Twenty  calls 
involved  transportation  of  patients  to  or  from  hospitals;  nine  to  Franklin 
Hospital,  nine  to  New  London  Hospital,  one  to  Mary  Hitchcock  Hospital  at 
Hanover  and  one  to  Lakes  Region  General  Hospital  at  Laconia.  One  call  was  an 
emergency  where  no  transportation  was  necessary.  One  call  was  a  stand-by  at  a 
fire. 

As  a  result  of  the  twenty-two  calls  thirty-one  patients  were  given  First  Aid 
and/or  transportation  to  hospitals.  Fifteen  were  local  residents,  sixteen 
non-residents.  To  classify  them  further  by  nature  of  the  emergency,  twelve  were 
cases  of  illness,  ten  were  involved  in  automobile  accidents,  four  in  motorcycle 
accidents,  two  in  other  accidents,  one  in  accidental  poisoning,  one  in  a  hunting 
accident  with  gunshot  wound,  and  one  was  the  non-emergency  return  of  a 
stretcher  case  from  a  hospital.  One  life  was  probably  saved  by  prompt  use  of  the 
resuscitator. 

The  Rescue  Squad  now  has  twelve  members.  Nearly  all  have  had  some  degree 
of  Red  Cross  First  Aid  training.  During  the  period  twenty-four  meetings  were 
held  to  discuss  squad  business  and  receive  further  instruction  from  Dr.  Boselli.

In  addition  to  regular  monthly  meetings  the  board  accepted  an  invitation  from 
Wilmot  Grange  to  attend  a  pubHc  meeting  on  March  3,  1967  dealing  with  Better 
Land  Use  Planning  in  New  Hampshire,  Four  members  attended  the  panel  discussion 
which  proved  to  be  very  informative.

To  the  School  Board  and  Citizens  of  Andover: 

The  Andover  school  continues  to  provide  a  good  basic  elementary 
education  and  preparation  for  the  work  of  higli  school.  A  wide  range  of 
activities  are  made  available  to  Andover  children,  which,  in  addition  to  their 
academic  background,  should  enable  them  to  adjust  readily  to  high  school 
Hfe. 

The  special  class  of  last  year  has  not  been  continued  this  year.  However, 
those  pupils  in  need  of  extra  individual  instruction  are  being  assisted  each  day 
on  a  part  time  basis,  the  remainder  of  their  school  time  is  spent  in  the  regular 
classroom. 

Tuition  rates  and  per  pupil  costs  continue  to  increase,  as  do  all  other  costs 
of  operating  a  school  system.
